Mary Mather, daughter of Gilbert 
Mather, M. F. H. of the Brandywine 
Hounds, near West Chester, Pa., is 
master, and Frank B. Carter Jr., of 
Weston, Mass.

Maj. Larry Lawrence. who scribed 
a keen column for a time for’ the 
Senator. was out in Middleburz on 
Wednesday. The Major is a graduate 
of the Army War School and he in- 
structed there for a lonz spell. He 
probably is better versed than any- 
one The Chronicle has heard on the 
subject of War. Maj. Lawrence looks 
to a great internal upheaval in the 
German Army within six months, 
due as much as anything, to the 
dearth of aualified and well trained 
officers. ‘‘Hitler’s gangste™ army has 
typical gangster types in the upper 
strata roles of  officers.’’ believes 
Lawrence. He further considers the 
possibilities very remote of this 
country getting into the fray with 
more than material assistance’ in 
selling supplies to the Allies. The 
French Army to the Maj. is the 
greatest in the world, and he seemed 
to feel that the French would drive 
through the Saar Basin and _ then 
fight a ‘‘war of movement, which the 
Germans are not good at, and swing 
about behind the Seigfried Line, then 
-arry on into Czechoslovakia, driving 
the Germans before them, rearm and 
mobilize the Czechs and be assisted 
throughout by sabotage in Germany 
and the’ stale-mate_ situation the 
Germans are bound to find in their 
war with Poland.’ Maj. Lawrence 
felt that Canadian troops would only 
zo over if needed, but that tor the 
time being England’s and France's 
forces were sufficient. He said that 
he thought both England and France 
were moving very rapidly into at- 
tack, but that it takes time for mili- 
tary movement. And, he brought out, 
France had most of her strengta 
down on the Italian border. ‘The 
French Seventy-Five and the Brown- 
ing Machine Gun had a great deal 
to do with winning the last War,’’ 
said Mai. Lawrence, and “now what 
a surprise they pulled when thev 
came out with 70 ton tanks carrying 
2.75 cannons and having lighter more 
mobile tanks with which to do the 
fast attacking. It looks to me, and 
many in official Washington circles 
are of the same mind,” he concluded 
“that Germany will be licked by 
Sept. 1940.”
